Your Private Secretary has written (vide his 
letter dated 2nd March 1950) to the acting Secretary of 
my Peshi Office (namely, Mohammad Hussain Khan-Ghaznavi) 
to say that the Government of India have /agreed that the 
Englisfi translation of my Persian Poem (written on the 
occasion of 6th January) "by sir Nizamat Jung could "be 
published in English papers, along with the Persian- Poem* 
On the "basis of this inform sit ion I am sending it, with the 
remark that, according to the* version of Nizamat Jung, It 
is very difficult, or rather impossible to translate word 
for word, ~* the language of every nation has got certain 
fixed rules and regulations for its poetry, "besides the 
ideas or sentiments of their own* Therefore, only, the 
purport or meaning of thejoem is taken and given shape 
to the fixed code of that particular language in which it 
is translated. Otherwise, if this is not done then the 
"beauty or essence of it will he lost, and the people, 
whose language is English, fe^l not appreciate it. In 
fact, he has translated my othe-r poems of Persian or of 
Urdu, "by keeping this formula in view, as there was no 
other alternative for him hut to adopt this method in order 
to give * it a shining face. 

(2) I thought it advisable to- mention this point 

in ordetf to avoid possi^^e* misunderstanding.
